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Soldier who gave docs 
to WikiLeaks seeking 
hormone treatment

WASHINGTON Bradley Manning, the soldier sen- 
tenced to 35 years in military prison for the biggest 
breach of classified documents in the nation’s his- 
tory, said on Thursday he is female and wants to live 
as a woman named Chelsea. 

Manning, 25, launched an unprecedented bid to 
get female hormone treatment in a military prison 
a day after she was sentenced for leaking documents 
to the WikiLeaks website. 

‘As I transition into this next phase of my life, I 
want everyone to know the real me. I am Chelsea 
Manning, I am a female,” Manning said in the state- 
ment read by anchorwoman Savannah Guthrie on 
NBC News’ “Today” show 

During the sentencing phase of Manning’s court- 
martial for leaking more than 700,000 secret docu- 
ments, defense attorneys pointed out that the 
soldier suffered from gender identity disorder. A 
psychologist testified Manning had a difficult time 
adjusting to the “hypermasculine environment” of a 
combat zone. 

Manning said in the statement that she wished to 
begin receiving hormone therapy while serving her 
sentence in Fort Leavenworth, Kan. 


A spokeswoman said the Army did not provide 
hormone therapy or gender-reassignment surgery 
but that military inmates have access to mental 
health professionals, including a psychiatrist, psy- 
chologist, social workers and behavioral science spe- 
cialists. 

“Given the way that I feel and have felt since 
childhood, I want to begin hormone therapy as 
soon as possible,” Manning said in the statement. “I 
also request that starting today you refer to me by 
my new name and use the feminine pronoun.” 

Manning’s lawyer David Coombs said on the TV 
program he expected his client to get a pardon from 
President Obama. Manning, who was convicted last 
month at Fort Meade, Md., on 20 charges, including 
espionage and theft, could be eligible for parole in 
seven years. 

During the trial, Coombs had argued that Man- 
ning had been increasingly isolated and under in- 
tense stress when she leaked the files, and that her 
superiors had ignored warning signs. 

Coombs said his client was not seeking gender-re- 
assignment surgery but she would press Fort Leav- 
enworth to provide hormone therapy 

“Fm hoping that Fort Leavenworth will do the 
right thing and provide that. If Fort Leavenworth 
does not, then I’m going to do everything in my 
power to make sure that they are forced to do so,” 
Coombs said. 


‘Comfortable in her skin’

Asked if Manning wanted to be sent to a women’s 
prison, Chelsea Manning’s lawyer said no. 

“I think the ultimate goal is to be comfortable in 
her skin and to be the person that she’s never had an 
opportunity to be,” lawyer David Coombs said. 

Coombs said he was not worried about Manning’s 
safety in a military prison since inmates there were 
first-time offenders who wanted to complete their 
sentences and get out. Experts generally view mili- 
tary prisons as safer than civilian prisons, since the 
inmates are accustomed to hierarchy and discipline. 

Manning had not wanted her sexual identity is- 
sues to become public, but they did after her arrest in 


2010, Coombs said. 

“Now that it is {public}, unfortunately you have to 
deal with it in a public manner,” he said. 

A psychiatrist. Navy Reserve Capt. David Moult- 
on, testified during Manning’s trial that the soldier 
suffered from gender dysphoria, or wanting to be 
the opposite sex, as well as narcissism and obsessive- 
compulsive disorder. 

Geoffrey Corn, a military law expert at the South 
Texas College of Law in Houston, called Manning’s 
bid for hormone treatment the first of its kind for the 
military Openly gay members were barred from serv- 
ing until the Pentagon’s “don’t ask, don’t tell” policy 
was repealed in 2011.

DETROIT Thousands of stray dogs roam the 
streets and vacant homes of bankrupt De- 
troit, menacing humans who remain and 
overwhelming the cit/s ability to find them 
homes— or peaceful deaths. 

As poverty roils the Motor City many dogs 
have been left to fend for themselves, aban- 
doned by owners who are financially stressed 
or unaware of proper care. Strays have killed 
pets, bitten mail carriers and clogged the ani- 
mal shelter, where more than 70 percent are 
euthanized. Up to 50,000 of them roam the 
city said Harry Ward, head of animal control. 

“Wth these large, open expanses with va- 
cant homes, it’s as if you designed a situation 
that causes dog problems,” Ward said.

How to write 
5-star reviews 

New book aimed at aspiring Yelp critics 


T ri bune Newspapers 

Professional food critics feel it’s encroaching 
on their turfs. Chefs and restaurateurs have 
a love-but-mostly-hate relationship with it. 
But there’s no denying the influence of Yelp 
and its role of democratizing restaurant re- 
viewing. Hanna Raskin, a staffer at The Post 
and Courier in Charleston, S.C., has a view of 
"^elp sunnier than most of her food-writing 
brethren. Rather than dismiss amateur re- 
viewers, Raskin— a former Seattle Weekly 
food critic— sees helping improve her art 
form as a greater good. 

She’s written a new pa- 
perback and Kindle e- 
book, “Yelp Help: How 
to Write Great Online 
Restaurant Reviews.” 

In it, Raskin decon- 
structs her job, from 
pre-visit research to as- 
signing star ratings, and 
illustrates with Strunk 
& White-acuity what 
separates a meandering, 
all-caps reviews from an 
authoritative one. 

Have Yelp reviews 
have become more in- 
fluential than the opin- 
ions of a professional 
restaurant critic? 

Hanna Raskin: Profes- 
sional critics have 
never held much sway 
in the suburbs, towns 
and hamlets where a significant number of 
Americans live, simply because there aren’t 
any critics based in those places. What’s 
brilliant about the online reviewing model 
is it provides a forum for eaters to debate 
which restaurant serves the best late-night 
meatloaf in Port Huron, Mich, — which 
matters enormously when you’re pulling off 
I- 94 at midnight. As for the Yelpers in cities 
with ample professional coverage, I suspect 
their opinions of high-end restaurants— even 
when gauged collectively— don’t carry the 
influence of a starred review in a daily paper 
of record. But when it comes to off-the-radar 
restaurants, especially those specializing in 
various global cuisines, civilian critics are 
hugely influential: Since most profession- 


als can’t routinely stalk every block on their 
beat, they rely on online review sites for 
leads. 

What do you notice amateur critics focusing on? 

Far too frequently themselves. If I could 
change one thing about Yelp, I’d dial back the 
ego by four or five notches. Obviously, "^Ip’s 
plagued by chronic kvetchers and insuffer- 
able know-it-alls, but even the diners who 
are trying to write fair reviews all too often 
end up writing about their eggplant allergies, 
tablecloth preferences and odd exchanges 
with the valet. 

Say you had a crummy 
day. You visit a res- 
taurant with middling 
service, and it’ll seem 
10 times worse. How 
much should emotions 
play into reviews? Is 
objectivity possible? 
No, total objectiv- 
ity isn’t possible, but 
amateur critics can go a 
long way toward making 
up for it by disclosing 
their personal biases 
and circumstances at 
the outset. When 
dealing with emotions, 
a cooling-off period is 
often the best policy 
Give me some tips 
amateur critics can do 
to improve their restau- 
rant reviews. 

First, keep it simple. Decide on the main 
point you want to make, then select a few 
examples which illustrate it. It’s not necessary 
to recount every detail of your meal. 

Second, don’t resort to guesswork. Even 
if your buddy swore his burrito was the best 
he’d ever had, it’s the critic’s job to taste it. 
And rather than speculating about what 
made your seafood chowder so good, ask the 
server to list its ingredients. 

Third, pay attention to detail. To get 
beyond “great,” which is by far the most com- 
mon descriptor on^Velp, scrutinize a dish’s 
flavors, textures, colors and aroma. Many crit- 
ics take phone pictures of their food so they 
can accurately size up its appearance when 
they write about it.

One of the nation’s best-regarded sour beer pro- 
grams was founded five years ago a mere 130 
miles south, in downstate Normal, but we’ve only 
been able to find the beer in Chicago at the occa- 
sional beer festival. Until now. 

This week, Destihl Brewing began distributing 
on draft in Chicago bars and restaurants. For the 
first year we largely will see its more traditional 
year-round and special releases, like Downstate Pale 
Ale and Strawberry Blonde Ale, which won a bronze 
medal at last year’s Great American Beer Festival. 

Because there isn’t that much of it, just a few kegs 
of sour beer are reaching Chicago in the short term. 
But Destihl owner Matt Potts said large amounts of 
sour beer are aging in Destihl’s newly opened produc- 
tion facility, which means a steady supply should ar- 
rive here in about a year. 

And yes, it’s worth being excited. In his forthcoming 
book, “The Complete Beer Course,’’ author Joshua M. 
Bernstein calls Destihl’s sours “brilliant’’ and “some of 
America’s most interesting wild and sour ales.’’ 

“We attend almost every major beer festival in 
Chicago and some not-so-major ones,’’ Potts said. “We 
have a great time and some extremely long lines, so 
the market is primed and ready. It’s great to finally be

Take a bite 
out of crime?

Think those Double Stuf Oreos are really 
double-stuffed? 

Well think again. A New Tbrk high school 
math class found the cookies don’t really live 
up to their name. 

Dan Anderson, a math teacher from 
Queensbury N.Y., assigned his students an 
experiment to see whether Oreo Double Stuf 
Cookies contain twice as much creme filling 
as their original counterparts. 

Anderson visited Fox News on Tuesday to 
explain the findings to Shepard Smith. 

And Smith, who grew up on Oreos, was 
none too pleased. 

The Fox News anchor Smith introduced 
the segment in melodramatic fashion. 

‘A high school math teacher says his class 
has uncovered another potential, enormous 
nation-shaking controversy” he began. “The 
kids now report to us that Double Stuf Oreos 
do not have double the stuff” 

A spokeswoman for Mondelez Interna- 
tional, the snack brand’s parent company dis- 
puted the findings. 

“While I’m not familiar with what was 
done in the classroom setting, I can confirm 
for you that our recipe for the Oreo Double 
Stuf Cookie has double the Stuf, or creme fill- 
ing, when compared with our base, or original 
Oreo cookie,” the statement said. 


Still, the situation is like Subway deja-vu. 

Earlier this year, an Australian Subway pa- 
tron posted a picture of a footlong subway 
that was only ii inches long. Subway Australia 
initially said the name was not intended to be 
an exact measurement of length, but rather a 
descriptor. 

But customers weren’t buying the line. 
Lots of outcry later. Subway pledged to make 
things right. 

“We freshly bake our bread throughout 
the day in our more than 38,000 restaurants 
in 100 countries worldwide, and we have re- 
doubled our efforts to ensure consistency and 
correct length in every sandwich we serve,” 
the company said in January

Sammies, sammiches, sandos ... if the precious pet 
names that we’ve given to sandwiches over the years are 
any indication of their popularity, it’s clear that they’re 
universally adored. 

While foodies lament that cupcakeries, doughnut shops 
or burger bars are overdone in this city no one would 
ever dare say that there are too many places serving 
sandwiches. Burke’s Bacon Bar opened earlier this 
week in River North with a menu of palm-sized sand- 
wiches called “handwiches.” Wicker Park’s recently 
opened Fame Bar calls its sandwich section “Sammy 
D’Lites” after its chef, Sammy “SammyD” DeMarco, 
and 3-month-old West Loop eatery Wafel churns out 
waffle-wiches for breakfast, lunch and dinner. 

Our collective appetite is apparently so large that 
there is no such thing as a sandwich saturation point, 
yet so much can go wrong with this hand-held meal of 
stuff between bread. Skimp on the mayo or mustard and 
it could be mouth-numbingly dry Try to stuff in too many 
fillings and the whole thing loses structural integrity leav- 
ing you with no choice but to devour it with a fork and 
knife. 

In honor of National Sandwich Month, we assembled 
a fleet of sandwich-loving staffers to sink their teeth into 
seven creations at restaurants that have joined the dining 
scene since December. Hopefully, all our talk of fresh- 
baked bread and juicy meats will put you in the right 
mindset to cast your vote in RedEye ’s 
Best Sandwich Tournament (see 
Page 30 for details).

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The World’s End’ isn’t a 
film about drinking— but 
the drinking doesn’t hurt

“The World’s End” star/co-writer Simon Pegg 
wants to make a distinction between his film, 
which involves five guys on an epic pub crawl, 
and the Chicago-made, likewise beer-centric 
“Drinking Buddies.” 

“ ‘Drinking Buddies’ is a film about drinking. 


‘The World’s End’ is not a film about drink- 
ing specifically We had to do other things 
other than drink,” says Pegg regarding how the 
“World’s End” cast, unlike the “Drinking Bud- 
dies” folks, didn’t drink real beer on set. “I met 
Olivia Wilde recently; we were talking about it. 
She’s an amazing actress, and it sounded like 
{drinking] was part of the process. With this 
film, it would have been impossible; we had to 
do very complex fight choreography which I 
don’t think they did in ‘Drinking Buddies.’” 

No, they didn’t. In “The World’s End,” 


which opens Eriday and caps the trilogy in- 
cluding “Shaun of the Dead” and “Hot Euzz,” 
Gary (Pegg) pressures his old mates (Nick 
Erost, Paddy Considine, Martin Ereeman, 
Eddie Marsan) into another go at the Golden 
Mile, a 1 2-pub crawl they attempted but never 
finished more than two decades earlier. At 
the Park Hyatt, Pegg, 43, Erost, 41, and direc- 
tor/co-writer Edgar Wright, 39, talked about 
the film’s unglamorous presentation of pub 
crawls, hard-partying nurses and what they’d 
do if they could recapture their youth. 


How much do you expect people to create 
their own version of the Golden Mile? 

Edgar Wright: Well, I think quite a few 
people have, although somebody said, “Do 
you feel responsible for the amount of pub 
crawls being planned right now?” And I said, 
“I think we make it pretty clear in the movie 
what usually happens during a pub crawl.” If 
you are doing a pub crawl, you are basically 
saying, “We are on a mission to get complete- 
ly obliterated.” ... I think we show the ups and 
downs. {Laughs}

It’s also that you can’t try so hard. The best 
nights usually don’t start with the grandest 
ambitions. 

Simon Pegg: For me anyone watching this 
film and then going on a pub crawl is like 
watching “Trainspotting” and then taking 
heroin. 

EW: It did make it look pretty sexy! I was 
thinking, “I’d love to be as thin as Ewan 
McGregor. Maybe that’s the way to do it.” 
{Looks into our video camera] Don’t do 
heroin, kids. Please.

stretch of 12 pubs (with everyone drinking a 
pint at each) that ended after the ninth spot 
on a night in 1990. The gang’s lone remaining 
party animal convinces his estranged pals to 
return to their hometown for another shot. 

The i2th pub is called The World’s End, 
and suffice it to say that the action-comedy 
co-written by Pegg and director Edgar 
Wright as the finale in the trilogy with 
“Shaun of the Dead” and “Hot Fuzz,” uses 
its title in more ways than one. (Think about 
something those films have in common and 
you’re on the right track.) That means “The 
World’s End” has a certain feeling that we’ve 
been here before, both with these guys and in 
the countless apocalypse-related films of the 


past few years. 

That hardly matters when a film is so fun 
and so funny (For the record: “The World’s 
End” blows “This is the End” out of the wa- 
ter.) The characters’ easygoing relationships 
and quick wit sometimes make “The World’s 
End” feel like a British midpoint between 
“Swingers” and “Ocean’s Eleven,” with 
Wright as usual keeping up a sharp pace until 


a finale that goes on just a bit too long. 

The movie has more on its mind than 
Gary’s plan (“We are here to get annihilat- 
ed”), however, and it’s a resonating if familiar 
story of the disappointments and monotony 
that can sink in during adulthood and the 
simple-yet-challenging goal to feel free and 
have fun. Speaking of which: I want to do the 
Golden Mile.

How quickly a good 
idea becomes a bad 
one when a filmmak- 
er doesn’t trust his or 
her subject. 

Jane (Keri Russell) 
begins ‘Austenland” 
totally fixated on ye 
olde England as captured by Jane Austen, to 
the point that it says “Darcy was here” above 
her headboard. She’s psyched to visit Aus- 
tenland, the world’s only immersive Austen 
experience, which promises to “make your 
fantasy a reality” "^et almost immediately 
upon arriving, Jane detaches from the illusion 
and appears like a well-adjusted, disinterested 
fish out of water, even though she’s the one 
who spent her life savings to attend this 
dayslong role-playing excursion. Huh? 

Condescension comes standard for co- 
writer Jerusha Hess, making her directorial 
debut after co-writing her husband’s bitter, 
unfunny “Napoleon Dynamite,” “Nacho 
Libre” and “Gentlemen Broncos.” In ‘Aus- 
tenland,” Hess tries to have it both ways by 
mocking characters and also asking us to 
feel for them. Playing the typical Jennifer

Coolidge role, Jennifer Coolidge plays a 
fellow visitor to Austenland who, of course, 
behaves in an overtly sexual, non-classy way 
that generally revolves around her boobs. 

Surprisingly the best stuff comes during 
old-fashioned banter between Jane and Mr. 
Nobley (JJ Feild), who capture the tart play- 
fulness that makes Austen’s characters easy 
to love for those inclined to fall for romance 
harnessed by corsets and the importance of 
being proper. So it’s frustrating that Jane’s 
feelings about her trip constantly change, and 
Hess, who adapted the script with Shannon 
Hale from her novel, retreats from poten- 
tially interesting wrinkles as a real Austen- 
esque love triangle appears to develop in this 
fictional Austen world. 

Instead, the film is wishy-washy about 
romantic fantasies in a modern world and too 
disdainful of its subject to embrace its ruse. In 
a story about how to know what kind of love 
to believe in, it’s the film that can’t be trusted.

I arrived home from 
the screening of 
“You’re Next” and see 
the headline, “Cops: 
‘Bored’ teen hunted 
kittens with bow and 
arrows.” Jeez. As if

doesn’t seem as significant once someone has 
an arrow sticking out of his back. 

That Paul worked in defense but can’t 
protect his home recalls this year’s surprise 
hit “The Purge.” Most home-invasion thrill- 
ers feel similar, of course, and director Adam 
Wingard (“V/H/S”) aims to separate the mod- 
erately creepy “You’re Next” from efforts like 
the great “Funny Games” and decent “The 
Strangers” with a knowing wink at everyone’s 
fallibility The film suggests audiences assume 
no one has any self-defense abilities, and that 
those trained in that sort of thing are out of 
control. Say this for “You’re Next”: Unlike 
a lot of horror movies, when it’s funny it’s 
funny on purpose. Drake (Swanberg) claims, 
“I don’t think I know any filmmakers,” an 
in-joke for anyone who knows that “You’re 
Next” is filled with filmmakers including 
West (“The Innkeepers”), Amy Seimetz and 


the guy delivering the line. 

Overall, though, these are thin excuses 
to trot out the usual sequences of maniacs 
busting through windows and gleeful deaths 
(like one dude swinging an ax into someone’s 


head) that add layers of bloodlust-fueling 
cruelty the film’s premise doesn’t support. 
Just because some characters are supposed 
to look stupid doesn’t mean the film itself 
should crumble under the mildest scrutiny

SPICES UP

She brings spunk, sass and a ton of street cred to 
this season of ‘America’s Next Top Model.” She’s 
part Cuban, part Puerto Rican, part Spanish, part 
French and part African. But to see her is to get 
only a slice of the picture. 

Bianca Andaluz, otherwise known as Kanani, 
calls herself a science nerd who wants to be a mor- 
tician, and she plans to one day open a shelter for 
women and children. 

In the meantime, the 20 -year-old mother— a 
native of Humboldt Park, where she still lives— 
basks in her moment of fame as a finalist on the 
popular TV show created byTyra Banks. 

‘A lady recognized me from a photo, and when 
she saw me she started crying,” Kanani said. “She 
was happy to see a minority moving up in a posi- 
tive way People have reached out to tell me that 
I’m inspiring people and that they’re proud of me. 
It’s surreal.” 

Kanani’s path to modeling started when she 
and her godsister, Leticia Rivera, entered local 
beauty pageants such as Miss Teen Illinois Puerto 
Rico. 

“We were the girls who people were scared of,” 
said Rivera, 21, a student also living in Humboldt 
Park. “We were competitive, but we had fun.” 

Andaluz came up with Kanani— “the beautiful 
one” in Hawaiian— as a stage name before com- 
peting on the show. 

“I wanted a name with meaning,” Kanani said. 
“Now people have started calling me that, and I 
think ‘Oh! That’s me!’ ” 

Eventually, Kanani took a break from pageant- 
ry and took up dancing. From there she booked 
small photo shoots and fashion shows to build 
up her modeling portfolio before she applied to 
‘ANTM.” 

Kanani auditioned twice for the show, once in 
Texas and once in NewTbrk. 

“It was a little easier since I auditioned before 
and I knew what to expect, but then Tyra wanted 
to audition us herself, so we were in the holding 
room for about seven hours,” Kanani said. “It was 
a long process, but when I walked up, Tyra said 
she remembered me, and I was thinking, ‘Yes, 
that’s a good thing!’ ” 

Rivera remembers well the day she and Ka- 


nani’s family and friends waited to 
hear if she made it onto the show. 

“We were at Kanani’s godmother’s 
house waiting for her call, and once 
she said she got it we started crying,” 

Rivera said. 

Kanani’s best friend, Alexandra 
Lawson, 20, said Kanani is a natu- 
ral. 

“She’s been a model since be- 
fore she knew she was a model,” 
said the Humboldt Park student 
studying in Washington, D.C. “I 
know she’s gonna make it.” 

Filming for this season of 
‘America’s Next Top Model” 
started soon after she was select- 
ed and lasted around eight weeks. 

Kanani couldn’t reveal anything 
about the outcome of the show, 
but she can vividly recall her first 
meeting with the show’s judges 
during taping. 

“It’s beyond nerve-racking,” she 
said. “The lights are beaming on you, 
and you’re standing there, and they’re 
just staring at you. ... Hope for the best, 
but prepare for the worst.” 

In her spare time, Kanani runway-coaches for 
anyone thinking about a modeling career. But 
it’s her cousin that has inspired her to pursue 
a degree in mortuary science. 

“I think I said this once on the show, and 
people were like, ‘OK, you’re weird,’ ” she 
said. 

Then there’s the shelter for women and 
children, which Kanani plans to open with 
her mother, Mimi, and sister, Nataly Cruz, 
within five years. She said her 2-year-old 
daughter, Samarii, provides inspiration and 
motivation for that. 

“Bianca is very serious about the shelter,” 
said Cruz, 25. “She had her daughter at a young 
age and wants to show young women that just 
because you have a child doesn’t mean you 
should give up on your dreams.”

Stars using Hangouts 
as a marketing machine

When Ashton Kutcher and Josh Gad sat 
down for a recent interview to promote 
their new movie about Apple co-founder 
Steve Jobs, they turned to an unlikely part- 
ner: Google, the company Jobs once la- 
beled evil. What’s even stranger is they used 
Google Plus, the company’s oft-maligned 
social network. 

Google Plus may not have the user base 
of Facebook or the cachet of Twitter, but it 
does have Hangouts, which let people video 
chat from every corner of the globe. 

Hollywood has latched onto Hangouts as 
a cost-efficient— and fan-friendly— way to 
promote movies. When Kutcher and Gad sat 
down for their conversation with Fandango’s 
Dave Karger, for instance, Kutcher was in 
Chicago while Gad was in Washington, DC. 

“It could revolutionize the modern press 
junket,” said Courtney Harris, VP of digital 
marketing at Open Road, the distributor of 


“Jobs.” “It gets talent out in front of a wider 
audience.” 

At traditional press junkets, studios ar- 
range to have a film’s creative team all in 
one place as a convoy of journalists parade 
in and out of a hotel in a major city to ask 
the same questions over and over again. 
Those interviews then post at various times 
over the next few weeks, either on TV, on a 
website or in a print outlet. 

When Kutcher and Gad took part in their 
hangout, the conversation streamed onTbu- 
Tube, Google Plus and Fandango, making it 
accessible to millions of fans across the na- 
tion. You can still watch it. 

The ability to stage interviews with stars 
scattered on sets, in villas or at home is one 
of many reasons studios have embraced 
Hangouts, which have been part of the 
campaigns for everything from “Fast & Fu- 
rious 6” and “Lincoln” to “Jobs.” 

Another is that it deepens the connec- 
tion between fan and artist— an integral 
part of the modern entertainment industry 


Sony staged a “fan junket” for ‘After 
Earth” with Will and Jaden Smith on Hang- 
outs, while Paramount hosted one for “Star 
Trek Into Darkness” with Chris Pine, John 
Cho and Alice Eve. 

Even when fans aren’t asking the ques- 
tions, they can get involved. When “Fast 6” 
stars Ludacris and Tyrese Gibson took part 
in a Hangout that Universal staged to pro- 
mote “Fast 6,” they could tweet in advance 
to their combined ii million followers. 

“Fast 6” grossed almost $8oo million at 
the worldwide box office, and while that was 
due to far more than a few Hangouts, Doug 
Neil, Universal’s EVP of digital marketing, 
said Hangouts can “double or quadruple” the 
exposure for those kinds of interviews. 

Google is looking at ways to expand the 
entertainment industry’s use of Hangouts 
beyond junkets. One current focus is con- 
vincing studios and musicians to premiere 
new trailers and albums within a Hangout, 
according to Nikhyl Singhal, product direc- 
tor at Google Plus. 

“The state of art before was to just post 
that content, but what we can do is connect 
fans to the artists in that very special mo- 
ment,” Singhal said.

IPhone? Do It now!

That old iPhone sitting in the bottom of your 
sock drawer could be worth $300— but only if 
you act now 

Old iPhones hold their worth better than any 
smartphone on the market. But iPhones’ resale 
value takes a nosedive right before Apple an- 
nounces a new version of its smartphone— and 
it’s expected to do just that Sept. 10. 

Apple is widely expected to introduce a gold- 
colored iPhone, a fingerprint sensor and a new 
low-cost “iPhone C.” No matter what it ulti- 
mately will look like, the new phone will send 
Apple fans running to the store and searching for 
a way to get their old phone out of their hands. 

But waiting until the actual announcement 
means you already are late to the game. 

Gazelle, an online trade-in service that will 
pay cash for sending in an old gadget, received 
one iPhone every five seconds last week— a 70 
percent increase over the previous week. Gazelle 



currently pays $300 for a 16-GB AT&T iPhone 
5 in good condition, ^u can even lock in that 
quote now and send in your phone up to 30 days 
later. 

But that price will continue to drop until 
weeks after the announcement is made. 

“Consumers are becoming very tech-sawy 
and more aware that their old device is actually 
worth something,” said Anthony Scarsella, the 
chief gadget officer at Gazelle.

Diet trumps exercise 
for trainer Bob Harper

Celebrity trainer Bob Harper (“The Biggest 
Loser”) has built a career putting very obese 
people through some grueling fitness paces 
but if he’s learned anything from the experi- 
ence, it’s that diet trumps exercise every time. 

The L.A.-based trainer, who was born on a 
cattle farm in Tennessee and arrived in Cali- 
fornia some 20 years ago, said gone are the 
days when he believed it was possible to just 
exercise the pounds away 

“It is all about your diet,” Harper, 48, said 
during a break from filming Season 15 of the 
show. “I used to think a long time ago that you 
can beat everything you eat out of you and it’s 
just absolutely not the case.” 

Harper has spun his TV fame improving 
the fitness of people who are 100 pounds or 
more overweight into an empire with DVD 
workouts and the best-selling book “The 
Skinny Rules,” which offers tips to drop ex- 
cess weight. 

He said if the “Skinny” of his book titles 
and fitness DVDs is meant tongue-in-cheek, 
it is also the word that his morbidly obese cli- 
ents attach to most. 

“People say ‘Shouldn’t I be fit? Shouldn’t 
I be healthy?’ and I say ‘Yes, absolutely’ But 
what I always hear from my contestants on 
the show is, ‘I just want to get skinny’ ” 

In addition to promoting a healthy diet, a 
big part of his exercise routine includes lunges 
and other core-strengthening moves to burn 
enough fat to let the inner six-pack shine 
through. 

Harper also adheres to the no-frills strength 
and condition program CrossFit, which he 
says is suitable for everyone. 



“I’m working with people who are 500 
pounds and doing CrossFit on a regular basis,” 
said Harper, who described the approximate- 
ly 20 -minute workout as well-balanced. 

“To me CrossFit just completely makes 
sense {as long as} you work at your level doing 
the things you can do with proper coaching,” 
he said. 

Harper also said he values working with 
people who have gotten far off the diet and 
fitness track more than the celebrity status 
conferred upon him by reality TV 

“Of course with everyone being on a tele- 
vision show, from people working on fishing 
boats to people being interior designers, you 
get this platform,” he said. “But I think for me, 
celebrity trainer is not who I am. When you 
find your passion, it makes for a good life.”
